In  iin  ntU'nipt  to  avail  moro 
liich  school  seniors  of  a colk-ifo 
education,  Rev.  Anthony  J.  ZeiLs. 
S.  Treasurer  of  I.oyolo  ColleKO. 
has  announced  that  the  Adininis- 
tration  is  enilenvoi'inp  to  estab- 
lish a more  extensive  scholarship 
projrram  for  this  purpose.  As  a 
further  aid  to  incomini:  student-, 
a student  loan  service,  which  will 
be  avuilnhle  through  the  Trca- 
sui'cr's  office,  i.s  to  be  initiated  in 
the  Fnll.  The  deferreil  payment 
plan,  which  is  presently  in  opera- 
tion, will  likewise  he  continued  for 
any  who  wish  to  make  use  of  it. 

Father  Zeils  and  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Jesuit  Society  here  in 
Maryland  have  met  with  a fair 
decree  of  success  in  their  attempt 
to  interest  ort'anizations  and 
Catholic  la>'nien  to  finance  the 
education  of  boys  who  would  other- 
wise be  unable  to  attend  Loyola. 
Since  November  1,  the  combined 
efTorls  of  all  concerned  in  this 
project  have  accumulated  SN.OOU 
ill  unendowed  scholarships.  An 
outslnmlinir  contribution  to  this 
fund  was  made  by  the  Diocesan 
Holy  Name  Society  in  the  com- 
iiiilmcnl  of  a four-year  irrant. 

Student  Scholarship  Fund 

Presently,  the  Diocesan  Holy 
Name  i.s  planning  to  run  an  annual 
infTle  in  the  Fall  for  the  benefit 
of  .scholarships  to  Catholic  schools 
throutrhoul  the  stale.  If  the  fdans 
iii>'  earned  out,  Loyola  College 
will  partieipute  in  this  raffle  with 
the  help  of  its  students.  As  a 
icsull.  the  student  body  will  he 
able  to  establish  a fund  known  as 
the  Student  Scholarship  P'und 
since  the  proceeds  collected  by 
Iiarlicipatmir  bodies  are  to  b- 
apportioned  between  the  parlici- 
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pant  and  the  I'ioccsan  Society.

ing  his  college  career-  Under  this  j 
piogram,  the  student  will  be  I 
allowed  to  boriow  the  money  i 
' iiecessaiy  for  his  education  from  I 
■ a bank.  One  year  after  graduation  j 
; or  witlidrawa!  from  college,  he  will  | 
' begin  to  pay  back  on  his  loan  in 
' payments  covering  a ton  year  I 
I period.  The  deferred  payment  ' 
plan,  which  is  now  in  elTecl,  allows 
I a student  to  meet  his  financial  ob-  | 
I ligations  in  installments  if  the 
total  bill  cannot  he  met  at  once.

Hergenroeder.  a Democrat,  will 
run  in  the  Seventh  Congressional 
District.  The  incumbent  is  Rop. 
Samucl  N.  Friedcl. 

Ml.  Hergenroedei  is  currently 
spending  his  sixth  year  at  Loyola. 
He  was  in  the  .Armed  Forces  din- 
ing World  War  11  and  now  hold.i 
an  olRce  in  liis  family's  small  busi- 
ness firm. 

Phenomenal  Succe.ss  In  First  Try 
In  the  19.')2  Democratic  primary. 
Mr.  Hergenroeder  ran  for  Con- 
gress without  organization  suppori 
and  polled  only  slightly  fewer 
voles  than  the  organization-back- 
ed candidates.  In  political  circles, 
such  n .showing  by  n relatively  un- 
tried newcomer  into  politics  was 
considered  phenomenal.

He  nnd 
his  advisors  have  greut  faith  in  n 
well-planned  personal  contact  lyp* 
of  campaign,  featuring  many 
speaking  engagements  anil  much 
door-to-dooi  work  by  volunleers. 

The  candidate  has  already 
stated  his  views  on  several  issues. 
He  has  released  ii  statement  cull- 
ing for  closer  eonUicC  lietwc-en 
congressmen  and  con.stiluonts. 
To  accomplish  this,  he  suggests 
weekly  or  monthly  telecasts  on  the 
state  of  the  union.

paper  on  the  -Application  of  Spec- 
trocopy  in  Astronomy''.  It  was 
unanimously  declared  to  be  the 
most  interesting  of  the  year.

The  spectro- 
scope has  been  used  to  classify 
the  stars  according  to  their  tem- 
peratures.

M-D  Tournament; 
McComas  Stars

Led  by  senior  captain  Lou 
McComas,  perhaps  the  most  ver- 
satile swimmer  m the  history  of 
the  school.  Loyola’s  natatoi-s  swam 
to  their  fourlli  straight  Mason- 
Dixon  championship  by  easily  out- 
pointing Catholir  University,  see- 
j ond  place  finishers  67-42.  Ban- 
I dolph-Macon  with  17  points  was 
I in  third  place  wliile  Lynchburg 
I scored  a single  point  for  a last 
I place  finish. 

McComas  sot  two  conference 
records  as  he  ended  his  brilliant 
swimming  career  at  Loyola,  and 
established  a new  school  mark  by 
scoring  243  points  during  his  four 
years  of  compelition.  This  broke 
Jerry  Rooney’s  old  niaik.  In  the 
160  yd.  individual  medley,  Lou 
knocked  1.5  seconds  olf  his  old 
mark.  He  also  set  the  pace  that 
enabled  the  300  yd.  medley  relay 
team  (McComas.  Bracken,  Siman-  ' 
sky)  to  set  a new  standard.

Freshman  Jim  Bracken,  one  of 
the  most  promning  swimmers  ever  I 
to  come  to  Loyola,  won  both  the 
100  yd.  free  style  and  the  200  yd. 
breast  stroke  in  addition  to  being 
the  middle  man  on  the  record- 
breaking  relay  'earn. 

Larry  Donegan,  a consistent 
winner  all  yea  ',  copped  a first 
place  in  the  440  yd.  froe-style  and 
placed  second  in  the  220. 

Medley  Champion 
The  one  meL  r diving  champion- 
ship went  to  fr  shman  Elmer  Med- 
ley with  Jack  Burke  coming  in 
fourth.  Pat  McDonough,  Fred 
Buehness,  Fred  Schildwachtev  and 
Frank  Simansky  combined  to 
bring  Loyola’s  400  yd.  free-style 
relay  team  home  ahead  of  the 
field. 

Other  men  who  scored  in  the 
chnmpionshi])  meet  at  Loyola  in- 
clude Gil  Wheeler  who  was  second 
behind  McComas  in  the  150  yd. 
individual  medley,  Fred  Schild- 
wachter  who  gained  a second  in 
the  50  yd.  free-style  and  a fourth 
in  the  100  yd.  dash.  Siniansky  was 
third  in  100  yd.  fiee-style  and  Ray 
Penn  captuied  third  place  in  llic 
220.
